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Washington (AP) - The 


United States had a record 
monthly deficit of more than 
$1.1 billion in its trade with 
foreign countries in August, the 
Commerce 
Department 


reported Wednesday. 


The higher cost of foreign oil 


continued to be the major factor 
in the nation's worsening trade 
picture, but there also was a big 
increase in imports of manufac- 
tured goods during the month. 


Imports during August were 


valued at more than $9.5 billion, 
while exports totalled less than 
$8.4 billion, making August the 
fourth straight month in which 
the nation has had a trade 
deficit. 


The August deficit of more 


than $1.1 billion was the biggest 
monthly deficit in the nation's 
history. The previous record 
deficit was $800 million in 
August 1971, when there was a 
major dock strike. 


The-United States had a $1.3 


billion trade surplus last year, its 
first trade surplus in three years. 
But the first eight months of 
1974 now show a total deficit of 
$2.1 billion. 


The amount paid for imported 


oil and oil products during 
August totalled $2.5 billion, an" 
increase of more than $100 
million from July and more than 
c 
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three times the $758 million 
spent on such imports in August 
1973. 


The amount of oil imported 


also increased in August 
totalling 150 million barrels, an 
increase of 5 million barrels over 
July. 


Also contributing to the deficit 


was a $300 million increase in 
imports of manufactured goods. 
The total for the month was 
nearly $1.8 billion. 


The total spent on imports in 


August rose 5.2 per cent above 
July while the total received for 
exports rose only eight-tenths of 
one per cent. For the first eight 
months of the year exports 
receipts are 34 per cent above 
last year but import payments 
are 41 per cent higher. 


Computed on another basis, 


which includes the cost of in- 
surance and freight, the August 
deficit was $1.8 billion. 


The August trade figures 


appeared to be a clear 
demonstration that the United 
States cannot escape a substan- 
tial trade deficit in '1974.

developments that could change 
this outlook would be a sharply 
reduced need for foreign oil or a 
major new surge in export activi- 
ty, both of which are highly un- 
likely in the present economic 
situation. 
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Morrison Attacks

Omaha — Former Gov. Frank 


Morrison 'Wednesday said Lancaster 
County Atty. Paul Douglas is supported 
by "a pressure group in Lincoln which 
decided to put up a large amount of 
money to elect an attorney general." 


Douglas is the Republican nominee for 


attorney general: Morrison is his 
Democratic opponent. 


Douglas said his campaign expen- 


ditures will be "considerably less" than 
the $100,000 to $250,000 which he added, 
Morrison supporters are claiming is 
available to him. 


If he gets $250,000, Douglas said, he'll 


give half of it to Morrison. 


Joint Appearance 


The two candidates appeared jointly 


before an overflow crowd of more than 
200 persons at the Downtown Omaha 
Rotary Club. 


Morrison said he was told by two state 


senators that "one of the chief lobbyists 
in the Legislature" told them "money is 
no problem*' in the Douglas campaign. 


In Lincoln, legislative lobbyist Dave 


Tews acknowledged that he has tried to 
"raise some money" for Douglas. He will 
probably contribute $50 himself, Tews 
said. 


Charges 'Ridiculous' 


But Morrison's allegations of support 


from "a pressure group in Lincoln" and 
heavy financing for Douglas are 
"ridiculous,"' Tews said. 


His support for Douglas is based on 


the fact that "we went to law school 
together," Tews said. 


Judging by the number of Douglas 


billboards in the state, Morrison said, "a 
tremendous amount of money (appears to 


have been) poured into this campaign." 


Douglas said Morrison exaggerates his 


campaign funding support. But whatever 
amount he spends, Douglas said, won't be 
sufficient "to catch up with the amount 
he (Morrison) has spent over the years" 
in election campaigns. 


Campaign expenditures are required 


for name recognition, Douglas said. 


First State Contest 


"I'm running statewide for the first 


time against a man who has run for office 
almost every two years since 1948. 


"I do have a long way to go to catch up 


in name recognition.'' 


Morrison said the attorney general's of- 


fice in Nebraska traditionally has "not 
been a political football," subject to large 
political funding. 


"I could raise $100.000 from special in- 


terests," Morrison said, "but I don't want 
the obligations." 


Douglas said that in the contest for at- 


torney general, he "hopes there are 
bigger issues" than alligations about 
campaign financing and University of 
Nebraska Athletic Director Bob 
Devaney's writing letters in support of 
Douglas' election. 


18-Year Record 


His 18-year record in the county at- 


torney's office in Lancaster County, the 
last 14 as county attorney, qualifies him 
for the job, Douglas said. 


During his service as county attorney, 


Douglas said, he has been called into 14 
other counties to assist them in criminal 
law cases. 


Morrison said his experience in the law 


goes back to 1932 when he became a prac- 
ticing attorney. He is currently Douglas 
County public defender. 
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No Invasion Planned 


. . . U.S. Seeks 'Amicable' Oil Talks 


Washington — Defense Secretary 


James Schlesinger said Wednesday the 
United States was not contemplating 
military action against the oil-producing 
countries in the Middle East, but rather 
was seeking a solution to rising oil prices 
through "amicable discussions." 


He made these comments in answer to 


questions at a news conference. The 


questions were prompted by recent war- 
nings by President Ford and Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger to the oil- 
producing countries. 


Neither had suggested that the United 


States might be driven to military in- 
tervention. But in some quarters their 
statements were interpreted as implicit 
threats that .the United States was con- 
templating economic war if not military 
action. 


Let The Brush Fit The Teeth 


David Brown, 6, of Indianapolis,

In a speech Monday at an international 


energy conference in Detroit, Ford 
warned that continued high oil prices set 
by the producing nations brought 
"dangers of confrontation" and could 
"threaten the breakdown of world order 
and safety." 


A similar message was conveyed Mon- 


day by Kissinger to .the United Nations 
General Assembly. 


One senior administration official had 


speculated privately with reporters 
earlier this week that some form of 
military action could not be ruled out, 
contributing to some conjecture in the 
press that military intervention was possi- 
ble. 


Considerable Lengths 


But both the State and Defense 


Departments went to considerable 
lengths Wednesday to dispel any impres- 
sion that military action was being con- 
sidered. 


State Department spokesman Robert 


Anderson branded newspaper specula- 
tion about possible military action as 
"completely irresponsible." The Ford 
and Kissinger speeches, he said, were 
"not made in the spirit of confrontation 
nor do we expect there will be confron- 
tation.'' 


"We are not in confrontation with the 


oil producers," Anderson added. "This 
has to be solved by cooperation by all 
concerned." 


Nothing Of The Sort 


Asked if the Pentagon was making any' 


contingency plans for possible military 
action against the oil-producing states, 
Schlesinger said, "We are not con- 
templating any kind of action of that 
sort." 


"The United States," he said, "regards 


the problem of oil prices as detrimental 
to world economy. We expect to have a 
solution through negotiations, through 
amicable discussions. It is not anticipated 
that there is going to be a military con- 
flict." 


In other oil-related developments: 
—Foreign ministers of the nine-nation 


European Common Market and the 20- 
state Arab League met at the United 
Nations in the first full-fledged session of 
the incipient Euro-Arab "dialogue" amid 


suggestions that the Common Market 
may become a bridge between the United 
States and the oil producers. 


—In Paris, the French cabinet set a 


$10.1 billion ceiling on spending on oil im- 
ports next year and ordered cutbacks in 
industrial and home heating consump- 
tion. Taking into account the latest price 
increases by oil exporters, the decision 
implies that France would be buying 10% 
less oil than in 1973. 


—In welcoming Italian President 


Giovanni Leone to the White House, Ford 
warned again that high oil prices and 
other inflation problems threaten the 
stability of the world economy. He called 
again for prompt international coopera- 
tion. 


Power May Suffer 


On an issue related to the oil problem, 


Schlesinger warned that inflation brought 
about by the increases in oil prices, could 
reduce the military power of the United 
States and the Western alliance. 


Aside from ruling out military interven- 


tion, Schlesinger also said ft would be 
"inappropriate at this time" to use exten- 
sive U.S. arms sales to Persian Gulf coun- 
tries "as a lever" to get the oil-producing 
countries to reduce their prices. 


In the last year, the United States sold. 


$4.5 billion worth of arms to Iran, Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait — a total that is 
expected to rise this year. Among some of 
Schlesinger's principal deputies in the 
Pentagon there have been suggestions 
that the United States could raise the 
price of the arms if the Middle Eastern 
countries refused to lower their oil prices. 


No Contradiction Seen 


Schlesinger said he saw no contradic- 


tion of policy in the United States ship- 
ping billions of dollars worth of arms into 
what he acknowledged was "a volatile 
area." 


Later in the day Schlesinger went to the" 


White House to participate in Ford's first 
meeting with his clemency board for 
Vietnam war deserters and draft evaders. 
During a picture-taking session, the 
President was overheard discussing his 
speech with Schlesinger. "It was a pretty 
harsh speech, but it had to be given," 
Ford said, adding that the reaction in 
Washington was "good."

A Nebraskan who was charged and 


acquitted in the 1968 My Lai massacre 
said he was pleased to learn that a federal 
judge overturned the murder conviction 
of former Army LL William L. Calley 


"To let Rusty (Lt. Calley) out, that 


would be the thing to do," said former 
Army Capt. Eugene Kotouc. 


Kotouc was separated from the Army 


under a reduction in forces (RIF) 
program.following his acquittal and re- 
enlisted five months later as a non- 
commisioned officer. He is now stationed 
at Ft. Riley, Kansas, and expects to retire 
a year from November, after 20 years in 
the military. 


'Long Five-Years' 


"It's been a long five years for me." 


Kotouc said, "and I'm sure it's been 
twice as long-for Rusty." 


"I dont see what he's doing in jail, 


with Watergate and amnesty," said the 
Humboldt native. "We seem to have so 
many different standards of justice." 


Kotouc said he hopes the whole My Lai 


incident could be cleaned up once and for 
all. 


"It's a bad situation anyway. If we're 


all going to forgive, let's be a little 
charitable. We can all find a little charity 
in our hearts for him (Calley)."

State Sen. John Cavanaugh said 


Wednesday he will ask the Legislature to 
delay increasing state money for the new 
community mental health system until a 
power struggle over control of the system 
is settled. 


The dispute over who controls the men- 


tal health system has been simmering 
since the 1974 Legislature voted to shift 
mental health care from centrally- 
controlled state hospitals to locally- 
governed community centers. 


The dispute, he said, has slowed down 


the transition to the point where months 
cf work on standards for the centers have 
not yet produced a document agreeable 
to all parties. 


In addition, several regional boards 


have said they will not have a-five-year 
plan ready for the legislative considera- 
tion in January. 


Jack Cleavenger, head of finances for 


the State Department of Public 
Institutions, reported that a sliding fre 
schedule based on patients" income is still 
in the works. 


Cavanuagh, of Omaha, who heads a 


legislative subcommittee which 
Wednesday looked into the dispute, 
warned, "Unless this is settled, 1 per- 
sonally will attempt to find a legislative 
solution. 


"I am becoming increasingly im- 


patient The only ones who are suffering 
from this are the potential recipients {of 
mental health care)." 


This fiscal year the community mental 


health system is being partially supported 
by a $4.5 million state appropriation. That 
reportedly will be increased to $10 
million in the future. 


The dispute over control flared when 


Norman A. Magnusson of the Omaha 
Regional Mental Health Board accused 
Dr. Jack Anderson, state institutions 
director, of trying to usurp the powers 
granted by the Legislature to the regional 
governing boards. 


Magnusson said proposals by Dr. 


Anderson weaken regional governing 
boards and regional administrators' 
powers by taking away much of their con- 
trol over board contracts for mental 
health care. 


"This approach is directly intended, in 


my opinion, to destroy the authority and 
the responsibility of the regional gover- 
ning board . . . while making (it) the 
whipping boy for anything that may go 
wrong," he said. 


Anderson's approach, he said, is con- 


trary to legislative intent which in- 
visioned a strong regional governing 
board. 


In reply, Anderson said Magnusson's 


statement was filled with distortions and 
inaccuracies and he asked for a meeting 
to refute the charges 


Cavanaa^h arranged a meeting 


between Magnusson, Anderson and the 
committee for 9 a.m., Oct 15, in the, 
Bojglas County Courthouse. 
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Army To Appeal Ruling Freeing Calley 


Columbus. Ga. (AP) - A 


federal judge overturned the My 
Lai murder conviction of former 
Army It. William L. Calley on 
Wednesday, but the Army an- 
nounced it would appeal and 
Calley would not be immediately 
released. 


U.S. District Court Judge J. 


Robert 
Elliott 
cited 


"unrestrained and uncon- 
trolled" pretrial news coverage 
in his opinion and compared 
Calley's difficulties in obtaining 
government evidence to the 
Watergate tapes case. 


Elliott ordered that Calley be 


immediately freed, but the 
Army said in Washington that it 
would, recommend a Justice 
Department appeal of Elliott's 
decision. It said Calley "will not 
be released from confinement 
pending a decision on these 
recommendations." 


The Army statement also said 


it will recommend that the 
Justice Department move for a 
stay of Elliott's order. 


The Justice Department acts 


for the Army in cases before 
federal civil courts. If an appeal 
is made, it probably will be 
taken to the U.S. 5th Circuit 
Court of Appeals in New 
Orleans. 


Judge Elliott devoted 85 of the 


132 pages in his opinion to a 
demonstration of how he felt 
Calley's constitutional rights to a 
fair trial had been rained by in- 
cessant portrayals of Calley 
ranging from "a mass murderer 
to a ghoul" by the American 
oress. 


Elliott's opinion also con- 


tended that when the U.S. 
Supreme Court ordered former 
President Nixon to produce cer- 
tain Watergate tapes, "that 
move decided the Calley case." 


He said the high court's ruling 


broke the privileged barriers 
erected under the separation of 
powers doctrine. 


During Calley's court-martial, 


Rep. F. Edward Hebert, chair- 
man of a House subcommittee 


investigating My Lai, refused to 
furnish Calley's lawyers with 
transcripts by Army com- 
manders relating to the 
massacre and cover-up. Hebert. 
refused on the. basis of con- 
gressional independence from 
the judiciary despite a request 
for the testimony from the 
presiding military judge, Col. 
Reid Kennedy. 


"If we substitute the word 


'legislative' for the word 
'presidential' or 'executive' we 
see that the Supreme Court in 
deciding the Nixon case also 
decided the Calley case," 
Elliott's opinion stated. 


Judge Elliott's other key con- 


tentions were that Calley'was 
denied the right of confrontation 
with witnesses when the military 
judge refused to subpoena high- 
ranking Army officials and that 
Calley was convicted on charges 
and specifications "improperly 
drawn." 


Calley, 31, was convicted 3 
l/z 


years ago for the murders of 22 


Vietnamese civilians at My Lai. 
He was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment but that sentence 
was reduced by military review 
to 10 years. 


The former Army lieutenant 


has been confined to the dis- 
ciplinary barracks at Ft. 
Leavenworth, Kan., since Elliott 
took his appeal under advise- 
ment June 25. Before he was 
sent to Ft. Leavenworth, Calley 
had been confined to quarters at 
Ft. Benning, Ga., since shortly 
after his conviction until Feb. 11 
of this year when he was 
released on bail. 


He was returned to Ft. 


Leavenworth in June when an 
appeals court granted an Army 
request to have Calley put back 
in custody. 


Calley has less than two 


months to serve before he is 
eligible for parole review. 


His attorneys could not be 


reached immediately for com- 
ment on the Army's decision to 
appeal. 


J. Houston Gordon, Calley'i 


chief attorney, had uid after 
Elliott's decision that the Army 
should "stop persecuting" hit 
client and should drop any 
appeal in light of recent con- 
cessions allowed draft evaders 
and the pardon ot Nixon. 


The mwt explosive thrust of 


Elliott's decision dealt with the 
pretrialnews coverage. 


"If there has ever been a case 


in whkh a conviction should be 
set aside because of prejudicial 
publicity, this is it," Elliott 
wrote. 


"Never in the history of the 


military justice system and 
perhaps in the history o'f 
American courts," the opinion 
said, "has any accused en- 
countered such intense and con-, 
tinuous prejudicial publicity as 
did the petitioner (Calley)." 


That, Elliott wrote, led him to 


the "inescapable conclusion that 
the petitioner was denied a fair 
trial as required by our nation's 
Constitution."

Nixon Has Clot In Lung 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP) - A potentially 


dangerous, dime-sized blood clot has been dis- 
covered in Richard M. Nixon's right lung, his doc- 
tor announced Wednesday. The former president 
took the news "as he normally takes anything else 
— it's another problem," the doctor said. 


Nixon "has a hell of a will to live," Dr. John C. 


Lungren said at a news conference. "There is a 
very good chance of recovery, but it wiD take 
some time." 


The clot lodged in the lung after breaking off 


from a vein in Nixon's left leg, where it had been 
created by chronic phlebitis, Lungren said. He 


described it as a "potentially dangerous situation 
but not critical at this time." 


Asked if the gelatin-like clot could endanger 


Nixon's life, Lungren said only that the present 
risk is that a larger clot could form in the lung. 


Lungren did not say how likely it was for 


another clot to form and it was unclear whether 
Nixon ever had a second clot in his leg. 


No surgery is contemplated, he said, but Nixon 


is continuing anticoagulant treatment to dissolve 
the clot and prevent a new one from forming. He 
will remain hospitalized through next week.

Another Drought 


If there are no other weaknesses in the 


latest Lincoln Electric System (LES) 
proposal to the Nebraska Public Power 
District (NPPD), there is the one of an im- 
practical timetable. And thyre is in that 
proposal a presumptuousness that all but 
invites its rejection. 


In a nutshell, LES ofters to settle all its 


differences with NPPD on LES terms, if 
NPPD takes the package whole hog within 
the next 30 days. Involved is a substantial 
rate dispute involving millions of dollars, 
the ownership of various transmission 
facilities, the acquisition of Bureau of 
Reclamation power and a dispute over 
management fees. 


One thing is clear in the LES proposal 


— Lincoln intends to become a full utility 
rather than a strict retail distributor within 
its own boundaries. In our opinion, this is 
the first time that LES has really made this 
clear and unmistakable. 


In the long run, that may not be bad 


but we still believe it to be unfortunate that 
LES has set upon a course of action 
without any real knowledge or understan- 
ding of it on the part of the people of this 
community. Whether that course of action 
will mean higher or lower rates for Lincoln 


and better or worse service is no more than 
anybody's guess. 


The perplexing part of the proposal by 


LES to NPPD is that it is a take it or leave 
it package. It is not subject to negotiation 
and it must be acted upon by Oct. 23. 


It is almost inconceivable that LES 


would believe that there was any hope of 
settling its dispute with NPPD on that kind 
of basis. And yet, LES has gone to some 
considerable time and expense in drawing 
up the long and complicated package it has 
submitted. 


We would not question the integrity of 


LES but we would question whether it 
made a wise decision in the route it has 
taken to 
bring about agreement with 


NPPD. Certainly, such a proposal has a 
certain shock effect that is sometimes 
beneficial but it, also, is likely to create 
further animosity. 


At the same time, we would urge 


NPPD to overlook what it might consider 
the insulting nature of the LES proposal 
and examine it for what it is. If it has merit,. 
it should be accepted, regardless of how it 
was offered, and the people would greatly 
welcome a final end to the LES-NPPD 
feud.

Meanwhile, On The Hill 


WASHINGTON - 
While 


President Nixon was resigning 
and President Ford was/ par- 
doning him, Congress has been 
jn session most of the time and 
working on several bills of major 
significance in human or in- 
stitutional terms. -The lobbyists 
took no vacation; the usual 
pressures and political instincts 
have been at work. 


In human terms, the most 


dramatic struggle is between the 
House and Senate over a bill to 
improve education benefits for 
Vietnam veterans. Given the 
amount 
of 
patriotic 


speechmaking in Congress about 
Vietnam in particular and war 
veterans in general, one might 
think that this measure would be 
about as controversial as 
Mother's day. 


But Rep. Olin Teague, D-Tex., 


who dominates the House 
Veterans Committee, does not 
like the Senate bill. Teague first 
made his reputation 'in the 
House in an investigation he con- 
ducted into schools and colleges 
that abused the original G.I. Bill 
of Rights by inflating their tui- 


• tion charges. He is therefore 


adamantly opposed to a provi- 
sion in the Senate bill that would 
pay up to $720 in tuition grants 
to each Vietnam veteran. 


President Ford is also opposed 


to the Senate bill, privately 
threatening to veto it as 
"inflationary." As a resah, the 
Senate may have to accept the 
drastically stripped-down HOBS* 
bill or no blD thfc year. 


Why is it politically possible to 


treat Vietnam veterans in this 
shabby and inadequate manner? 
Thadraft during most of the war 
did not draw from tbe full spec- 
trum of American young men. 
Blacks, Puerto Ricans, Mexican- 
Americans and low-income 
whites make up a dispropor- 
tionately large number of Viet- 


nam veterans. Politically un- 
organized, they are invisible on 
Capitol Hill. Those Vietnam 
veterans who are active and ar- 
ticulate are perceived by many 
conservative congressmen as 
spokesmen for an ideological an- 
tiwar interest rather than the 
traditional veterans lobby. 


Meanwhile, three important 


reforms of our^ political in- 
stitutions are all off to a rocky 
start. Having defeated public 
financing of congressional cam- 
paigns in the same week as 
Nixon resigned, the House, un- 
der the leadership of Rep. 
Wayne Hays, D-Ohio, is now 
doing its best in conference to 
sabotage a strong bill. 


Hays is trying to turn the 


proposed federal election com- 
mission from a full-time into a 
part-time body and deny it any 
civil enforcement powers. These 
are probably only talking points, 
however, in the struggle to reach 
his real objective, which is to 
restrict public financing to 
presidential campaigns and keep 
it out of either Senate of House 
campaigns. 


The Senate would be willing to 


compromise and agree on public 
financing only for its own races. 
But Hays does not want that 
because if the presidency and 
the Senate shift to public finan- 
cing, the House would look 
ridiculous sticking with the old, 
smelly, scandal-smeared private 
arrangements. 


Senators Edward Kennedy, D- 


Mass., 'and Richard Clark, D- 
lowa, nave been leading the 
fight in the conference for full 
public funding. They deserve 
more public support than they 
have been getting. Here, too, 
President Ford, an enemy of 
public financing, is helping Hays 
with the threat of a veto. But 
after Watergate and after the 
Nixon pardon, a veto of this bill 
is not a believable threat. 


Congress this year enacted a 


new system to control the 
budget and created a budget 
committee. The Senate unit un- 
der Edmund S. Muskie, D- 
Maine, is off to a good start, but 
the House committee held its 
first hearing and promptly fell 
on its face. If this committee 
were to live up to expectations, 
Speaker Carl Albert should have 
taken the chairmanship. The 
Republicans wisely chose their 
floor-leader — Rep. John 
Rhodes of Arizona. But the 
Democrats settled for Rep. Al 
Ullman, an inept Oregon 
Democrat, who opened the first 
meeting with a flamboyant at- 
tack on administration economic 
policy. Rhodes naturally said he 
was not going to sit still and 
listen to this partisan guff, and a 
wrangle began. 


A comprehensive plan for 


rationalizing and bringing up to 
date the committee structure of 
the House, a plan carefully 
worked out by a bipartisan group 
led by Rep. Richard Boiling, D- 
Mo., is now before the House 
Rules Committee. Its enemies 
are playing the waiting game in 
the hope that delay will kill the 
whole project. 


Normally, the Rules Com- 


mittee hears the chairman and 
ranking minority member of a 
committee before deciding upon 
a rule. But in this instance, two 
dozen witnesses are being heard. 
Hearings began Sept. 11 and, 
with repeated postponements, 
have now droned through their 
third day. 


The AFL-CIO dislikes the plan 


because it would split Education 
and Labor into two committees. 
Assorted other interests are op- 
posed because they do not want 
lobbying relationships with 
existing committees to be dis- 
turbed. Watergate or no 
Watergate, institutional reform 
never comes easily.

Rattling behind the scenes for 


this bountiful budget are two 
Nixon appointees, General Ser- 
vices Administrator Art Samp- 
son and Budget Director Roy 
Ash. 


The day after Nixon gave up 


the presidency and retired to San 
Clemente in disgrace, Sampson 
flew out to California to meet 
secretly with Nixon aides Ron 
Ziegler and Steve Bull. They 
talked about all the money it 
would take to set up the former 
president as a private citizen. 


Then Sampson and Ash put 


their heads together and decided 


r to request {he royal sum of $850,- 
. QOO for the transition. Routinely, 


President Ford sent their 
request to Capitol Hill with his 
blessing. 


There was an outcry from 


members of Congress who com- 
plained this was too much 
money to lavish on a president 
who had resigned to avoid im- 
peachment and conviction. 
Except for a timely pardon, they 
noted, Nixon might have wound 
up in prison where his keep 
would have cost the taxpayers 
considerably less. 


A subcommittee headed by 


Rep. Tom Steed, D-Okla., has 
now recommended slashing the 
$850,000 transition money down 
to $393,000. This would include a 
$60,000 pension and a $96,000 
staff, wliich Nixon will continue 
to draw for the rest of his life.

The generous Sampson has 


also exempted Nixon from 
paying rent on the government 
office space he is using in 
California. Sampson tried to tell 
us this merely avoids "double 
bookkeeping." But it also 
provides Nixon with $100,000 
worth of free office space, which 
won't have to come out of his 
budget. 


In addition to all this, it will 


cost the Secret Service at least 
$622,000 a year to protect the 
former president. This figure 
doesn't include another $300,000, 
which is now spent to protect his 
estate at Key Biscayne,,Fla. The 
bodyguards are expected to be 
withdrawn from Key Biscayne 
by the end of the year. 


Sampson also doesn't like to 


talk about the entourage which 
is now serving Nixon at San 
Clernente. At least 32 persons 
are working directly for Nixon 
but are paid by assorted govern- 
ment agencies. Their salaries 
add up to a whopping $576,000. 
Because they are "on detail," 
they can also collect $40 a day 
for expenses. 


On loan from the White House 


at a salary of 142,500, for exam- 
ple, is former press secretary 
Ron Ziegler. He brought along 
his favorite press assistant, pret- 
ty Dianne Sawyer, who makes 
$21,000. Yet there is no press of- 
fice at San Clemente. 


Nixon has gone into such com- 


plete seclusion that wiseacres 
have dubbed San Clemente 
"Elba West." Yet the non- 
speaking Nixon is attended by 
speechwriter Ray Price at a $40,- 
000 salary. A former Nixon at- 
torney, Mike Sterlacci, is also on 
"temporary assignment" at San 
Clemente, drawing down $28,263 
from the taxpayers. 


The ex-president's loyal 


secretary, Rose Mary Woods, 
still collects her $36,000 
paycheck from the White House, 
and Steve Bull receives $34,000 
as Nixon's chief errand boy. 
Seven other White House 
employes are "detailed" to 
Nixon. 


The Defense Department has 


loaned him another five men, in- 
cluding three 
chauffeurs. 


Nixon's personal maid and valet, 
meanwhile, have been placed 
quietly on the National Parks 
Service payroll. And the loyal 
Sampson has assigned 11 
maintenance workers from the 
General Services Administration 
to keep the Nixon estates in tip- 
top shape. 


Congress has had so much dif- 


ficulty getting full information 
on the Nixon spending that Sen. 
Joseph Montoya, D-N.M., has 
fired off a private letter to the 
budget chief demanding "a com- 
prehensive and complete listing 
of all federal personnel detailed 
to the former president. . . 


Footnote: Sampson defended 


the Nixon budget as appropriate 
and necessary. He contended 
that the Lyndon Johnson transi- 
tion had cost $541,800, which 
didn't include the time sperit 
cataloguing the Johnson papers 
while he was still in office.

Favored By Marvel

portunities bill. I think it is time 


that the tax burden be shifted to 
income because we can no 
longer equate wealth to property 
as you could do 50 yean ago. 
Gov. Exon has said he supports a 
change to ease property taxes, 
but he has never done anything 
to do it, and he has vetoes this 
bill (LB772)," Marvel said. 


Otto defended the veto: "The 


governor feels that such legisla- 
tion doesn't reduce property 
taxes, but only adds to the 
burden of income and sales tax." 


Chambers also- opposed the 


bill. "This is a school bill. We 
have had teachers' pensions bills 
and a lot of other education bilk. 
Until they come up with a bill 
that will help children learn, 


read and write better I won't 
support it. I am also against a 
sales tax on food. This bill would 
increase the sales tax, so this is 
another reason I oppose the 
bill," he said. 


Exon Said 'Talker' 


Marvel lashed out at Exon, 


describing the governor as "one 
who talks about things, but 
doesn't do anything about the 
problems." 


Marvel cited the state's 


highway program as an example. 
"The Department of Roads is 
doing a good job of fuzzing over 
the problems of our roads, but 
very little about the roads 
themselves," Marvel charged.

His appointment marks the 


last major step in Region II's 
compliance with the State Crime 
Commission's reorganization of 
all the regional commissions. 


Better Planning 


The main thrust of the 


reorganization, according to 
commission officials, is to make 
the regional commissions more 
effective as planning bodies. 


For example, regions are 


being required to submit annual 
comprehensive plans to the State 
Crime Commission. Preparation 
of that plan will be one of 
Snoberger's main duties. 


Other duties in Snoberger's 


new position will be to research 
local criminal justice problems 
and suggest remedies, evaluate 
existing funded projects and 
provide assistance in reviewing 
grant applications.

County Board of Supervisors 
dropped the other shoe here 
Wednesday, reaffirming its deci- 
sion to withdraw as local sponsor 
of ttie federally funded Platte 
Valley Community Action 
(PVGA). 


The board voted 5 to 0 to 


adopt its welfare committee's 
recommendation that PVCA dis- 
continue operation on Oct 31. 


PVCA program planner Art 


Monson asked the board to ex- 
tend its deadline to No. 30 to 
romcide with the last day of the 
agency's funding and enable it to 
complete its contractual respon- 
sibilities. The request was 
referred to the county attorney. 


Companion Motion 


The board then adoped a mo- 


tion""by Supervisor Walter H. 
Stull of Grand Island instructing 
the board's welfare and finance 
committees to investigate 
sources of funds to keep those 
PVCA programs deemed 
dosircable from going under. 


The final decision upheld a 


resolution passed unanimously 
by .tlte board last April, revoking 
sponsorship on grounds that 
PVCA was allegedly top-heavy 
vfitS 
administrative staff, 


duplicating existing services and 
wasting tax money. 


PVCA executive director Jim 


Kohler replied at that time that 
the agency's programs provide 
people, rather than money, to 
help the poor. Central ad- 
ministrative salaries are only a 
small part of the PVCA budget, 
he said 


Before taking final action, the 


county board had decided to 
hold a public hearing to comply 
with federal regulations, and 
await completion of an evalua- 
tion of PVCA by its parent agen- 
cy, the federal Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 


'Strengthens' Decision 


The board's adopted state- 


ment said the draft report on 
that study made public earlier 
this month "not only supports, 
but strengthens" the board's 
earlier decision. 


Since the hearing, the state- 


ment said, "most all of the 
public 'input' to us was to dis- 
continue PVCA as the benefits 
derived therefrom did not justify 
the annual expenditure ..." 


The statement said that 


"several of the better programs 
previously under PVCA um- 
brella are operating in- 
dependently with county, state 
or federal help, and enjoying 
healthy and continued growth. 


"We would expect this to be 


the experience of other 
worthwhile programs still under 
that same umbrella," the state- 
ment continued, "and without 
an expenditure of over $300,000 
in tax money." 


'Don't Care Enough' 


Mrs. Billie Wetterer, a PVCA 


board member from Wood 
River, voiced doubts that the 
county board would take any in- 
terest in perpetuating PVCA 
programs. "You .'don't care 
enough about poor people to be 
involved'in anything," she told 
the board before leaving the 
room. 


Mrs. Ygnacio Valdez, a former 


PVCA board member from 
Grand Island, said she hoped 
that "all of you who have sons 
and daughters will someday be 
starving and have no place to 
go." 


After Mrs. Valdez' departure, 


supervisor Bernard Crick of 
Grand Island noted that "we are 
going to take some of these 
others (PVCA programs) under 
our wing." 


Added supervisor 
Stull: 


"That's why I made this compa- 
nion motion, to keep these 
others from going down the 
tube." 


Programs initiated by PVCA 


and "spun off" under local con- 
trol include several community 
centers in Hall, Merrick and 
Hamilton Counties, a senior 
citizens' center in Grand Island 
and Meals on Wheels program, 
all of which have proven pop- 
ular.

Endangered Species Crowd Out Zoo's Lions 


Omaha (UPI) - The lion may be the king of 


beasts, but as far as the Henry Doorly Zoo is con- 
cerned he's "just another animal" who is being 
phased out of the zoo temporarily to make room 
for rare endangered species. 


Dr. Lee Simmons, zoo director, said the last 


of the zoo's six lions were shipped out this week 
to an animal dealer who hoped to sell them to 
three smaller zoos. 


"Perhaps we have become too successful 


with our endangered species breeding program," 
Simmons said. "But the simple fact of the matter 
is that we need the lion space to house our en- 
dangered species during the winter." 


Simmons said the zoo received a total of $500 


for the lions, which he said' 
lucky to get." 


'we were pretty damn 


"Ten years ago lions brought $300 to $400 


each," Simmons said. "But now everybody's 
stocked up to where some of the safari parks are 
now practicing birth control." 


Simmons said the Henry Doorly Zoo, to the 


best of his knowledge, is the only zoo in the nation 
that is breeding Amur leopards, one of the rarest 
in the world. A single leopard, he said, could 
bring $10,000. 


"We now have two males and four females," 


Simmons said, "and to my knowledge there is 
only a total of 15 females in the whole world in 
captivity. 


"We probably have the rarest collection of 


big cats in the country," Simmons said. "And the 
name of the game and the purpose we're all here 
for is to propagate and preserve rare and en- 
dangered species." 


While admitting that the sale of the lions will 


"cut down on our meat bill considerably," Sim- 
mons said "We just needed the space." 


"We wouldn't have been able to separate the 


male and female lions during the winter," Sim- 
mons said, "and come spring, we probably would 
have been faced with the possibility of two or 
three litters of baby lions. 


"Then," he said, "we really would have been 


in trouble."

New York City — Carefully-dressed

MarftJ'eigen Fasteau, perhaps more 


in toUCh with the scene than anyone 
else ;ta the room, quietly ordered 
lobster-for lunch and wondered what 
was & become of the many fine 
specifSens of the male machine. 


The^nale machine, he explained, is 


a special kind of being, and is quite 
different from children, and quite, 
quite "different from the two females 
who were his noon-time companions, 
and eflen different from men who 
don'timeasure up.

Jfife was measuring up, becoming 
an-op^erative male machine, confor- 
mingM best he could to the super- 
male,'^terotype who is functional, 
designed m a i n l y for work, 
programmed to tackle jobs, override 
obstacles, attack problems, overcome 
difficulties, and always seize the offen- 
sive -^jin all situations. 


Wdinen In Politics 


Fasteau says he remembers con- 


sciously measuring himself against the 
style of the "IN" Kennedy set and the 
onset of nagging doubts. "I tried to 
maintain a flat, even tone in conver- 
sation," he said. "I discussed only 
issues, the larger the better. I worried 
about every instance of doubt, of self- 
consciousness, or emotion, of not 
being in control of groups I was in. 
The men I admired seemed to feel 
none of these things. Since I did, how 
could I play the game?" 


It wasn't until much later, he added, 


that he began to realize that the cult of 
toughness could not work for 
governments, or for corporations. In 
his book, "The Male Machine," which 
McGraw-Hill will publish this fall, 
Fasteau discusses the consequences of 
the male condition as he sees it. 


He comments, "... like men preoc- 


cupied with rising to the top of the 
companies they work for, the 
Kennedy Administration was preoc- 
cupied with victory, with its own 
tough, cool image, with protecting its 
political resources and power. And 
this preoccupation robbed it of the 
ability to focus on the actual work of 
meeting the nation's needs..." 


Recently, Fasteau departed from 


the Park Avenue law firm where he 
worked to set up a law partnership 
with the most important woman in his 
life: his wife, feminist Brenda Feigen 
Fasteau, one of the founders of the 
National Women's Political Caucus. 


"Brenda says this..." and "Brenda 


thought..." are phrases that pepper 
Fasteau's conversation like gun shot. 
Give credit where crddit is due, he 
allows. It was Brenda "who cared 
enough, and had the perception and 
courage not to let me get away with 
the standard masculine avoidances." 
It was Brenda, he says, who made him 
see there was no magic in brandy and 
cigars, urged him to quit measuring 
himself against an ideal image of 
masculinity. It was Brenda, he says, 
who made him understand fully that if 
he didn't change it would cost him 
honest personal relationships.

Poor Have Hypertension Too 


For years people have 


believed that high blood 
pressure was mostly a disease of 
the successful and rich — in 
some way linked to the drive to 
succeed. 


However, the "success link" is 


a myth, according to recent 
studies of high blood pressure, 
or hypertension, reports the 
Health Insurance Institute. 


An analysis of government and 


private data, along with a special 
study for the National Heart and 
Lung institute, shows that vic- 
tims include a considerable 
number of people on the lower 
end of the economic scale. 


People in families with in- 


comes of $2,000 a year or less 
have a significantly higher rate 
of high blood pressure than 
those in families with incomes 
over $10,000, the study shows. 


There .is also a significantly 


higher rate, of hypertension 
among people with less than five 
years of education than among 
those with more than 13 years of 
schooling. 


High blood pressure also takes 


a far heavier toll among blacks 
than whites. Currently, it is a 
major killer of blacks in this 
country. 


The disease affects an es- 


timated 23 million Americans 
and is no respecter of age or sex. 


Among men, the proportion of 
victims tends to increase with 
age up to 50; it then teveb out. 
Among women, the number 
with high blood pressure in- 
creases with age. Generally, 
women are more susceptible to 
the disease, though they do not 
die of it as often as men. 


Since many individuals with 


high blood pressure have no 
symptoms of the illness, medical 
studies point out that half of the 
people who have high blood 
pressure are not aware of it. 
Among those who know they 
have the disease, only one-fourth 
are considered to have it "con- 
trolled."

sexually stereotyped hero's concept of 
women, he discovered why. The so- 
called "ideal male" wields his authori- 
ty over his women effortlessly and 
magnamimously, and in return, they 
"service" him with love and devotion 
induced by recognition of his superior 
design and the importance of his func- 
tions. 


Hardly an intimate relationship. 
Nevertheless, 
Fasteau looks 


forward to the future with some op- 
timism, projecting an androgynous 
world where neither men nor women 
will be bound by restrictive and ar- 
tificially polarized sex roles. 


Boys, then, he says, would stop 


being reared to be tough, unemotional 
and dominant at all times. Men would 
stop being taught to fear and suppress 
the "feminine" — tender — aspects of 
their personality. Professional success 
would not be achieved at the cost of 
personal relationships. In public af- 
fairs, blind reverence for hierarchy 
and power would make Watergates 
impossible^ Ultimately, men would 
not be led to a preoccupation with 


violence as the final test of masculini- 
ty and to an acceptance of the violence 
done in their names by their govern- 
ment. 


Fasteau, who adopted his wife's 


name as part of his, at the same time 
his wife did the same for him, is open- 
ly excited over the stir being made by 
his book. It already has been hailed by 
some as an essential counterpart to 
the myth-shattering works of such 
feminist writers as Germaine Greer 
and Elizabeth Janeway. 


In one sense, observes close friend 


Gloria Steinem, in her introduction, 
Fasteau "is a spy in the ranks, telling 
us how the white male elite operates 
on its own preserve." But more im- 
portantly, she notes, "men are begin- 
ning to seriously question the price of 
being thought superior" — of, the 
price of always being in charge. 


The luncheon interviews was over.

'Beet Women, Or Settle For Tokenism'

"Unless more women get into 


political: office you're not going 
to see'lhe changes that women's 
groups-want to see. It's going to 
be tokenism, at best," said 
Helen Boosaiis, Chairman of the 
Lincoln City Council, during a 
discussion of the role of women 
in politics. 


Mrs. Boosaiis and Sue Bailey, 


first-term member of the City 
Council, explained the history of 
women in political office and 
discussed the changing role of 
women in politics during the se- 
cond Women/Speak 74 talk-in 
program, sponsored weekly by 
the University of Nebraska Stu- 
dent Y. 


The political history of women 


in the 54 years since they 
"received" the right to vote has 
been dismal, according to Mrs. 
Boosaiis, who noted that there 
have been three women in the 
Senate, 78 women in the House, 
three female governors, two 
cabinet members. 14 ministers 
and ambassadors and zero 
Supreme Court justices. 


Currently, there are zero 


women in the Senate, none in 


governorships, none on the 
Supreme Court, only 16 (of 435 
seats) in the House and four in 
ambassadorships. 


And it is doubtful, said Mrs. 


Boosaiis, that there are 100 
women in policy-making 
positions at the national level. 


On a more optimistic note, 


Mrs. Boosaiis pointed out that 
the 1972 election brought an 
18.8% increase in the number of 
women elected to state 
legislatures. 
However that 


translates into only 425 women 
among the total 7,700 seats in the 
50 states. 


In Nebraska, where at one 


time three women served in the 
Unicameral, there is now one. 


Though more women are run- 


ning for office in recent years, it 
is still difficult for them to sur- 
vive the primary, Mrs. Boosaiis 
noted. In 1964, there were two 
female candidates from Lan- 
caster County running for state 
and county offices, and one was 
elected. In 1970, there were no 
women candidates; of the three 
women candidates in 1972. one 
was elected and this year only 
two of the eight women survived 
the primary elections. 


But changes are being made 


within the party system, Sue 
Bailey pointed out. 


The 
Republican 
and 


Democratic national conven- 
tions showed major increases in 
the number of women delegates 
from n% in 1968 to 30% in 1972 
for the Republicans and from 
13% in 1968 to 40% in 1972 for 
the Democrats. 


Other optimistic signs are a 


strong women's plank at 
national conventions, a greater 
number of women running for 
Congress and more women in 
party leadership positions. 


Several problems 
which 


hamper women political can- 
didates — lack of financial sup- 
port and cultural conditioning 
which traditionally has made 
women less ego-centered more 
willing to forego their own goals 
for husband and family, and less 
likely to desire power and 
powerful positions — were 


brought up during an open dis- 
cussion period. 


"One of the biggest disadvan- 


• tages in being a candidate is not 
having a wife ... to be the nice 
hostess... to lay out my clothes 
in the morning, all those wifely 
things," said Kandra Hahn, 
Democratic candidate clerk of 
the District Court. 


The hardest part of cam- 


paigning was "to toot my own 
horn," said Mrs. Bailey during 
the discussion of women's ego. 
And Betty Harris, who ran for 
Lincoln School Board in 1963, 
found it easy to talk about the 
issues, but very difficult to simp- 
ly promote herself. 


Yvonne Leung, lobbyist for 


Women's Lobby, who has 
traveled the state during the past 
month, has noticed a growing 
feeling among women to vote for 
women, to get more women into 
public office. 


And it was only in the past few 


years of her 16-year political 
career that Mrs. Boosaiis has 
had strange women come up to 
her and say, "I'm so glad to have 
a woman in there." 
* 


She suggested that a woman 


who wants a state or local ap-~ 
pointment learn something 
about the board or committee, 
then let those in power know she 
wants that appointment — lobby 
for it. 


And the woman who wants to 


run for an elective position, the 
two council women stressed, 
must have motivation — she 
must absolutely want to do it 
and must be willing to make the 
sacrifices that go with an ar- 
duous campaign and the work of 
holding public office.

I have now become very 
tolerant about people's un- 
deserved wealth - or, indeed, 
any other attractive quality 
which may fall to them. 


"Some people are born rich, 


some with good looks, some with 
brains, some with personality 
and some with humor; and 
whatever these qualities happen 
to be it is foolish to quibble or to 
worry about the injustices of the 
world. It is much more practical 
to accept your assets and enjoy 
them, and to grant the people 
who happen to have been born 
rich or handsome the same 
privilege. It takes trials and 
problems and difficulties to 
sharpen the wits and toughen 
the character — and the rich 
boys are usually denied this." 


Nursing Homes for older peo- 


ple are periodically flailed by 
sensation-seeking journalists. As 
a result, many assume the 
average nursing home is a dread- 
ful institution, manned by a con- 
spiring 'and greedy proprietor 
totally unsympathetic toward 
the elderly, ailing patients. 


patients an environment, care 
and food as good as they were 
accustomed to at home. Usually 
it's better. 


If patients aren't given the 


degree of care and service they 
receive in hospitals it is because 
nursing.homes charge much less. 
Nursing homes are not sub- 
sidized by city grants, United 
Fund monies or tax-deductible 
gifts from wealthy citizens. They 
are run by private citizens who 
operate them as a business and 
who must make a profit or go 
broke. 


Most older people have 


limited incomes and cannot af- 
ford to pay more than rockbpt- 
tom rates. You can still find 
some nursing homes in smaller 
midwestern 
communities 


offering rates of '$70 and $100 
weekly, but the usual figure runs 
higher. The rate provides the 
patient with a bed, three meals a 
day served on a tray and routine 
nursing care, plus bed baths, 
assistance in dressing and help in 
gettine into and out of bed. 


Considering that such care is 


offered for as little as $10 to $20 
" day in many places, you find 
yourself wondering how 
proprietors can offer as much as 
they do.

VWiaf, How Should Children Be Taught?

MelisM is three yean old. 
What's done to her head now 


will affect what she will be. 


That's important because 


Melissa doesn't have anything to 
say about it. Yet even the 
experts don't agree where her 
head should be led. 


"People look at children in 


different ways," says Linda 
Douglas, who holds a doctorate 
in education and helps direct the 
Lincoln Public Schools federal 
programs. 


"Some people," she says, 


"think young people should be 
taught acadmic subject areas" 
before entering school. Melissa, 
then, would study a structured 
program of math and reading, 
for example. 


At Individual Pace? 


Others declare that each child 


has his own individual learning 
stages, Mrs. Douglas .said, and 
should be given a "chance to 
grow up and develop" at his own 
pace. That might mean Melissa 
should simply play with her 
friends and team some things 
about herself. 


There are others, too, who 


"believe that the home and 
parents should play a significant 
role" to develop each child's 
fullest capacity at an early age, 
she said. That plants the respon- 
sibility in Melissa's mom and 
dad: they may or may not know 
the best way to help Melissa 
grow but they may be unaware 
of skills they have, on which to 
build. 


Each of the three viewpoints 


could be right: nobody knows. 


The public schools have been 


involved for nine years in 
various programs to teach pre- 
schoolers, including Head Start 
and Follow Through. 


Those kinds of programs, 


aimed mostly at children aged 3 
to 8, were part of a "national 
mood favorable to early in- 
terventions into a child's 
educational life," Mrs. Douglas 
explained. 


Empbasfe Shifting 


Now, she noted, the emphasis 


for pre-schoolers is "shifting to 
local levels" and more short- 
term projects. "With the 
growing popularity of early 
childhood education," the dis- 
trict wants to seek "the right 
direction for us to follow." 


Local school systems are being 


urged "to examine models and 
approaches" that apply well to 
conditions in each community, 
she said. 


In a preliminary step toward 


defining the Lincoln schools' 
philosophy toward early 
childhood education, three of 
the experts will present widely 
differing views in a McPhee 
School symposium on Nov. 4 and 
5.

-In the past, 
Mrs. Douglas said, the district 
has been "less systematic and 
thorough" than it could have 
been. 


"Hopefully, the symposium

Vickers says, should avoid custom* 
orders like, "Go completely through the 
car and make sure everything is right" 


And familiarity should avoid the un-

Vicker's basic tune-up class, he should 
be able to check the car's compressor 
and points, replace spark plugs, change 
a tire, service the brakes, change the oil, 
read the warranty, check the air con- 
ditioning and generally keep the car "in 
good running condition." 


Such knowledge win become even 


more important in the future, Vickers 
said, predicting the advent of 
automotive specialty shops and the 
demise of so-called "do-in-all 
mechanics."

Independent garage owners rely most- 


ly on past customers, reputation and 


word of mouth for business according to 
Harley Van Allen, owner of Van Allen 
Garage, 4144 So.

Smaller firms often are forced to de- 


pend on specialty repair be said, noting 
his is drive shafts. 


He said his garage had one certified 


mechanic but that becoming certified 
costs money — anywhere from |15 to

dividual's pocket. 


It isn't paid for by the company as is 


the case with dealer garages. 


Rates vary from place to place and it 


is often a good idea to have several 
reputable firms give estimates on the 
work to be done. There is generally no 
cost for this service. 


Dealer franchised garages or in 


dependently owned garages are both in- 
terested in satisfying the customer as 
well as making a profit. 


Repeat business and good reputations

"lighter" weather isn't exactly easy. Be ready 
in it. 


Icy Driving: Handle With Care 


Autumn and winter driving 


presents hazards, even for those 
who are used to it. It presents 
even bigger problems for all- 
weather drivers. 


Rain, snow, ice and leaves all 


make driving a slippery exercise. 
Storms can make visibility 
almost zero. 


Besides having good working 


equipment on your car, you 
should stay alert to the hazards 
of actual driving. 


Winter road conditions change 


as fast as winter weather. 


Anticipate stops and slow 


down,gradually, especially when 
approaching intersections. They 
can be very slippery because the 
heavy traffic often "polishes" 
the icy pavement. 


Never, repeat NEVER, jam 


on the brakes on icy streets. It 
will only lock your wheels and 
send you into an uncontrollable 
skid. 


Instead, keep pumping the 


brakes with hard, rapid jabs to 
keep the wheels rolling but 
slowing. 


When you do go into a skid, act 


quickly. But don't overreact. 


Take your foot off the 


accelerator and steer the same 
direction the car's rear end is 
going. When you feel the car 
gripping the road again, 
straighten your wheels. 


Since stopping on slick streets 


is harder, keep farther away 
from cars in traffic. A car going 
20 m.p.h. on icy roads with 


reular tires takes 149 feet to 
stop. The guy in front of you just 
might have chains on, so watch 
out. 


During the winter, warm 


weather means more trouble. 
Even at 25 degrees, the ice will 
be wet if the sun is out. 


"Wet ice" is twice as slippery 


as "dry ice." 


And when riding the 


highways, watch for ice patches. 
Underpasses often are iced over 
even if the road is dry because 
they are shaded. 


If you do lose control and end 


up off the road in the snow, 
don't give up right away. Try 
rocking the car.

Studies show gasoline con- 


sumption rises about 50% when 
cars are driven on ice or snow. 


With" another cold Nebraska 


winter approaching and gasoline 
prices higher than ever, drivers 
probably will be trying harder 
than ever to save gasoline. 


Mechanics offer several tips 


for saving gas this winter. 


• A major way to save is to get 


a tune-up. Most cars need one 
about every 10,000 miles. 


• Just getting new spark plugs 


gives a car owner a 6.2% fuel 
savings. On top of a tune-up, that 
savings averages 8.2%. 


• Make sure the tires are 


properly inflated. Underinflated 
tires .are gas wasters. 


• Accelerate smoothly. 


Besides* saving gas, smooth 
acceleration on snow or ice will 
help keep you out of ditches. 


• "Play" the traffic lights. Try 


to avoid stop and start driving. 


Again, this is also a winter safety 
tip. 


• Keep your speed down. It's 


well known that gas consump- 
tion soars as the speed goes up. 


• Have your brakes adjusted. 


They are designed to drag very 
slightly but make sure they don't 
drag too much. And don't ride 
the brakes. 


• Warm the engine by driving, 


not idling. Driving the car speeds 
the warming process and saves 
gasoline. But remember that a 
cold engine does not respond as 
well as a warm one. 


• Keep transmission in high 


gear. In a car with automatic 
transmission, put light pressure 
on the accelerator to push it into 
higher gear. 


• Make sure wheels are 


aligned. If they are out of line, it 
will take more engine power to 
push the car along. 


• Give some thought to using 


the car less and trying a carpool.'. 


That's a real gas saver no matter 
what the-season. Buses are a 
good idea, too. 


shift the gear selector between 
"drive" and "reverse." 


Whatever you do, don't race 


the engine and spin the wheels. 
You'll only go deeper into the 
snow. You also could overheat 
the car or cause transmission 
failure. 


Carry sand or salt to help give 


you traction if you get stuck. 


Another important winter 


driving rule is "see and be 
seen." When cleaning the snow 
off your car, clean,it all off, not 
just peepholes. 


Danger can come from any 


side any time, so be ready by 
being able to see it. 


And keep your headlights 


clean. During the winter dirt 
collects easier on the lenses and 
cuts down illumination 25%. 


Turn on your heater before 


getting underway to keep the 
windows from fogging, and use 
the windshield washer often to 
keep spatter away. 


Needless to say, check the 


washer reservoir regularly. 


It's Wise To Keep 
Emission Controls 


Although federal rules require 


that new cars have emission con- 
trols. they do not require the 
owner to keep them on the car. 


Twenty-four states have laws 


forbidding owners to remove the 
equipment, but Nebraska is not 
among tnem. 


However, if you're moving out 


of the state, be careful. In 
Illinois you can be fined up to 
$10.000 and in Arkansas you can 
get a year in jail for removing 
the equipment 


Since the Environmental 


Protection Agency (EPA) 
decided to require emission con- 
trols. talk has been that gasoline 
mileage would sink. 


But if you're thinking of 


removing the emission control 
from jour car. tbe EPA says 
>our mileage will sink e\en 
further. 


The EPA surveyed several 


oar> and found ihat when the 


equipment is removed, mileage 
drops an average of S.S'*. Not 
only that, but the cars showed a 
"drastic" increase in hydrocar- 
bon and carbon monoxide emis- 
sion.

In fact, more and more car 


owners are not only checking 
these vital parts, but are also dis- 
covering that it's not too difficult 
to install the replacements 
themselves. 


These often-neglected 
belts 


and hoses can cause a lot of trou- 
ble if they're allowed to 
deteriorate. 


A Loose V-belt can cause your 


motor to overheat, your gas con- 
sumption to rise, and your 
accessories to malhnctiOD. And 
a burst hose can cause your 
engine to overheat to the point 
of total destruction. 


Manufacturers offer the 


following tips on checking belts 
and hoses. 


For Belts: Most belts look fine 


on the top, even when they're in 
terrible condition. So, when 
you're checking your car's V- 
belts, be sure you look at the 


iM« and bottom. Here's what 
to look for: 


-Cracks M Ike ndenMe are 


npidry made larger by flexing. 
Belt can break without warning. 
-titan* - stick hard sides 


cause low battery and 
overheating. 


-Greate-toftened undercore 


and slick sides cause slipping - 
also rot rubber. 


—Peeling — Undercore peels 


or frays at bottom corners so 
that belt runs rough - soon 
fails. 


-Split belt - top of belt may 


look good, but undercore may be 
split or sides badly worn. 


And while you're checking the 


condition of your V-belts, you 
should also check to be sure that 
they're properly tensioned. 


A loose and slipping belt slows 


fan, 
pump and generator — 


causes 
poor 
cooling, 


overheating, battery failure. It is 
difficult to over tension a belt 
with ordinary tools. 


Check belt tension and tighten 


as necessary. As a rule of thumb, 
tension is proper when belts can 
be pushed down one-fourth of an 
inch at midpoint between 
pulleys. 


For Hoses: Many hose defects 


can be spotted just by looking, 
but it's always a good idea to 
check each hose for softening or 
hardening, by squeezing. Rubber 


hoses should be firm, but not 
brittle. Things to check for are 
the following: 


—Cracks and breaks cause 


leaks that can't be stopped by 
tightening clamp. Squeeze. If 
cracks go to cords, replace hose. 


-Hardened hose is stiff- 


transmits shock to radiator - 


faik without warning YON can't 
seal by tixhtaiaf damp.

swelling indicate that hoae ins 
been ruined by oil or great*. 


—Worn clamps — When 


checking hole, replace damps 
that can't be tightened. If you 
replace boie, always replace 
clamps. 


Faulty Thermostat Can 
Cause Heater to Cool 
If you have been putting up 


with a not-so-hot heater in your 
car, it may be an indication of 
damage to more than your dis- 
position. 


Your car's heater derives its 


heat from the water that cir- 
culates through the cooling 
system. When that water is too 
cool to warm your -feet, it 
probably means your engine is 
cold, too. 


The usual cause of over- 


cooling is an incorrect or defec- 
tive thermostat. The net effect 
will be felt in your pocketbook as 
well as in the car on cold days. 


Most immediately, you will 


find your gasoline bills rising 
over and above the normal cold 
weather increase when your 
choke is working overtime. The 
longer your choke is on, the 
greater your gas consumption. 


If the engine is nutting even 


colder than you expect it to in 
Jhe winter, the over-worked 
choke really inflates your, gas- 
oline bills. And all because of a 
defective thermostat. 


Then there is oil dilution, 


leading to sludge formation. 
Sound ominous? It is to an 
engine. 


In freezing weather con- 


ditions, lubrication can be a par- 
ticularly critical factor. An 
engine is designed to run quite 
hot, and all metal parts are 
designed with this heat in mind. 


As we all remember from 


junior high school science class, 
metal,expands with heat and 
contracts with cold. So a cold 
engine has a lot of slightly loose 
parts that need the best lubrica- 
tion possible to prevent rapid 
wear.

Cold weather is coming and 


the hottest things on the road are 
radial tires. 


M you don't already hive them 


on your car, you probably will 
when you buy your next one. 
Radials are now standard equip- 
ment on more than half of all

09% of cars soon. 


Radials, during nonwinter 


months, provide greater tire 
mileage, less fuel consumption 
and better riding and handling. 


But radials are not snow tires. 
11 Routes 
Lose Snow 
First, Fast 


Hopefully, winding around 


Lincoln on snowy days won't be 
too tough. 


The 11 emergency snow 


routes, set up along-arterial 
streets, are the first to be cleared 
by city snow crews, and 
attempts are made to keep them 
open at all times — even in the 
midst of a major storm. 


When a snow emergency is 


declared by the mayor, parking 
is banned on snow routes. 


A motorist illegally parked or 


stalled on one of the routes is 
subject to a $25 fine, plus towing 
costs. 


Besides keeping the snow 


routes open, city workmen try to 
clear all streets within 24 hours 
atter snow stops falling. 


Government and tire industry 


spokesmen stress that snow 
driving requires snow tires, 
chains or studs. 


'No Advantage' 
The National Safety Council 


found that radials offer no ad- 
vantage over regular bias ply 
tires on icy streets. 


Snow tires give you 28% more 


stopping power .on ice than 
radials, and chains offer 630% 
better stopping power, the safety 
council found. 


Columnist Sylvia Porter offers 


advice to car owners who need 
new tires this winter. 


She says to weigh the advan- 


tages of what type of tire or 
chain to buy. Although snow 
tires cost more than chains, they 
only need to be put on the car 
once a year. 


'Studs or Chains' 
H the snow is particularly 


heavy, she recommends either 
studded tires or chains. 


Studs are legal in Nebraska;' 


But a controversy has been 
brewing in the Legislature to 
outlaw them, so it may be wise 
to be cautious about getting 
them soon. 


If you do decide in' favor of 


snow tires, Miss Porter advises 
buying recapped instead of new 
ones. They usually cost about 
half. 


The best snow tires have open 


and heavier treads but they, tend 
to wear faster. 
. 
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Car With Bad Exhaust 
Flirting With Danger 


A motorist can drive with a 


faulty exhaust system, but he or 
she is risking lives — especially 
in winter. 


While a leaky muffler is* 


always dangerous, it is more 
risky in the winter when all the 
vehicle's windows. usually are 
closed. 


Muffler makers estimate that 


75% of cars over a year old need 
some kind of exhaust system 
repair. 


The repair may be only a 


clamp replacement, but a loose 
clamp near an exhaust pipe joint 
could cause a leak. 


It takes only a few minutes for 


an exhaust system check. It can 


be done while the car is on the 
mechanic's lift for lubrication 
and winterizing. 


Unfortunately, lew motorists 


ask to have the exhaust system 
checked until rusted tailpipe 
starts rattling or a ruptured 
muffler start roaring. 


Leaks start small and are hard 


to hear, especially if you drive in 
heavy traffic with the windows 
up. And in that case, you are 
even more susceptible to carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 


Beside the dangers, leaky 


exhaust systems are poor 
economics, adding to wear and 
tear on the engine.

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Cold Weather Can Be Deadly 
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On Jan. 12, 1888, tragedy 


struck Nebraska unexpectedly as 
a blizzard killed 100 persons and 
an undetermined amount of 
livestock. 


Again in March, 1966, a killer 


blizzard struck the state leaving 
21 persons dead. 


Many Nebraskans die un- 


necessarily each year during the 
winter 
months 
from 


overexposure, 
overexertion, 


exhaustion, and simply not being 
prepared for the onslaught of 
cold weather. 


And while the news media in- 


form persons in advance of 
possible bliz/ards or near- 
blizzard conditions, many early 
precautions can be taken to in- 
sure safety during the winter 
months. 


Burl Johnson, assistant State 


Civil Defense Director says 
Nebraskaos can expect one to 
four blizzards and three to five 
near-blizzards every year. 


Johnson says severe buzzards 


with winds possibly gusting to 
100 m.p.h. and 30-foot snow 
drifts can be expected in the 
western two-thirds of the state 
every other year while the 
eastern third can expect this 
severe weather once every three 
years. 


Nebraskans can begin to 


protect themselves now from 
possible disaster this winter in 
the "snow belt" by becoming 
familiar with winter weather 
warnings and winter-proofing 
their cars. 


Winter weather warnings 


issued by the National Weather 
Sen-ice (NWS) are: 


—Cold Wave Warning. This in- 


dicates a rapid fall of 
temperature within 24 hours. 


—Heavy Snow Warning. A fall 


of four or more inches within 12 
hours is expected. 


Hazardous Driving Warning 


Freezing rain, drizzle, or strong 
winds are expected to create 
extremely difficult driving con- 
ditions. 


— —Blizzard Warning. Winds 


will be 35 m.p.h. or more, snow 
and drifting will be heavy and a 
20-degree or lower temperature 
is expected. 


—Severe Blizzard Warning. 


Winds will be 45 m.p.h. or more 
with a great density of falling or 
blowing snow and temperatures 
of 10 degrees or lower are 
expected. 


Ice storm, freezing rain, 


blowing and drifting snow, sleet, 
and wind warnings are also 
issued. 


State Civil Defense Dept

—Compact alcohol jtove. 
People must travel during all 


types of weather, so should you 
stall during blizzard or severe 
weather conditions the Civil 
Defense recommends you: 


-Stay in your car. You are more likely 


to be found here than if you ao wandenna 
around and become disoriented 


-Keep a window open for fresh air 


Freezing wet snow can campietelv seal 
out oxygen 


-Beware of carbon monoxide. Run the 


motor and heater sparingly and only with 
a window open for ventilation. 


—Clap your hands and move your limbs 


vigorously from !ime to -time Chanae 
positions regularlv. 


—Turn on the dome light during night to 


make »he car visible to work crews 


—If there are several peoo'e m the car, 


aon t all sleep at the sam» time 


-Most importantly - DON'T PANIC. 


Hooeiullv oy preparing for winter storms 
and by following safety rules, if caught or 
trapped in a storm, more Nebraskans will 
survive the state's most dangerous 
natural disaster.

Send a Chill Up Spine 


Tips to Get Going 
On Cold Mornings 
Don't Let the Brakes Slip 


The price of antifreeze is 


anything but anti-inflationary. 


Wholesale prices for one Lin- 


coln distributor jumped from $1- 
$1.50 a gallon two years ago to 
the current price range, |5-W. 


And wholesalers and retailers 


can't get enough antifreeze to 
meet demand. 


The president of G.M. Auto 


Parts in Lincoln said he decided 
not to buy antifreeze when his 
supplier in DCS Moines quoted 
him a price. 


Larry Everhardt said he 


bought antifreeze in bulk last 
year at this time for 88< a gallon. 
^jhis year the supplier offered 
Win only cans at 14.75 a gallon, 
'Wholesale. 
wr 


'" Treasure City Automotive 
.Dept. manager Lynn Seyffer said 
he is allocated 80% the quantity 


he bought last year by his 
, supplier, Dow Chemical Co. 


Dow won't sell to anybody 


who wasn't a customer last year, 
he said. 


Antifreeze costs f5.99 a gallon 


at Treasure City. Last year it was 
$2.59, Seyffer said. 


Besides department and 


grocery stores, antifreeze is 
available at garages and service 
stations. Antifreeze, installed, 
cost from $7 to $9 at most service 
stations, according to a random 
survey. 


Car Parts Inc., Lincoln, sells 


antifreeze for $4.30 a gallon 
wholesale, according to employe 
Jack Reid. The price last year 
was $1.80. 


"I look for the price to go 


much higher before winter's 
over," Reid said. 


He said he's out of antifreeze 


and lias more ordered. But he 
doesn't know when he'll get it 
and what it will cost. 


Heid said he thinks the shor- 


tage is nationwide. Lee Wadell 
at Nebraska Motor Parts Co. 
said he thinks areas like Califor- 
nia with warmer climates have 
less of a shortage. 


NMPC sells antifreeze for $5- 


$8 a gallon wholesale. Its price 
last year at this time was 
$2-J2.50; and two years ago, $1- 
$1.50. 


NMPC employe Phil Euler 


said he thinks the shortage is a 
false one, rigged by oil com- 
panies to drive up the price of 
antifreeze. 


Like people, car engine ?re 


reluctant to get going on cold 
winter mornings. 


When low temperatures cause 


the oil and grease in the engine 
to thicken, it's harder than ever 
for the engine to take off. 


Also, in cold weather the 


battery becomes only about half 
as efficient as in warm weather. 


Mechanics 
recommend 


several tips for those mornings 
when neither you nor your car 
really want to get started: 


Transmission - To lessen the 


load' on the starter, release 
manual transmission 
by 


depressing the clutch pedal; 
place automatic transmissions in 
"neutral." 


Electrical Accessories — Shut 


off lights, wipers, defrosters, 
heater, radio, etc. to assure 
maximum voltage. 


Choking - While setting of 


the hand choke is obviow, wme 
drivers don't realize that most 
automatic chokes must be set 
"on" 
by depressing the 


accelerator to the floor before 
starting. 


Pumping the Accelerator - 


An additional one or two pumps 
on the accelerator will dump 
more gasoline into the engine. 


Tlirottle Setting - When the 


key is turned, the accelerator 
should be about halfway down to 
keep fuel and air g6ing into the 
engine. 


Starter motor - Turn the key 


at short intervals rather than 
grinding away. This grinding 
may drain the battery or 
overheat the engine. 


Dependable brakes on a car are a year- 


round necessity, but winter brings more 
frequent spUNecond demands on the brakes. 


Like ttker a*» puts, brakes CM be 


affected by tentpentvc ckaofes. Prewteter In- 
specttM may reveal • ieed for brake adjust- 
ment. 


A thorough brake and wheel inspection may 


also reveal that wheels are out of alignment, 
which causes excessive tire wear. ' 


Brakes,, as well as wheels, may be out of 


balance after long trips on hot pavement and 
bumpy side roads during the summer. 


If your car pills to the right of left when 


stopped from a slow speed - less thai 10 m.p.h. 
— the brakes are o«t of balance and your car is 
unsafe. On wet pavement, unbalanced brakes 
can cause a car to skid. 


Brake balancing and a good alignment job 


provides the motorist with extra protection for 


winter driving, because the car will respond 
better in unfavorable driving conditions. 


Brake systems should be inspected every 


10,000 miles, if dependable stopping efficiency 
is to be maintained. If frequent braking and fast 
stops are required in your driving, earlier in- 
spections are a wise practice. 


Many otherwise cautious drivers will delay 


brake service until brakes signal their distress 
with grinding, squealing or slapping noises. 


At this point drums or discs probably are 


scored too deeply for refinishing — and new 
ones will have to be installed, which increases 
repair cost. 


When having brakes inspected, be sure the 


shop has capable personnel and the right equip- 
ment to do the job. 


If adjustments are not needed, you're 


money ahead — if they are, the repair cost will 
be small, compared to the loss that could be suf- 
fered due to brake failure. 


RVs Need Special 
Handling for Gold 


. While some owners of 
[.recreational vehicles take to the 
•roads during the winter, most 
Decide to give their RVs a rest. 
\ The cold presents extra 
^problems to these warm weather 
travelers. 


The Recreational Vehicle 


^Institute (RVI) recommends 
several precautions for the 
•winter. 
IB. 


First, make sure all water is 


-drained. This includes tanks and 
-sink and shower traps. If possi- 
ble, use compressed air to blow 
out the last bit of moisture. 
; Then add an antifreeze 
-product to keep whatever water 
'remains from freezing. Ask your 
RV dealer for the right an- 
tifreeze. 


Also, drain and add antifreeze 


to sewage holding tanks and 
remove any hand pumps. 


In addition to draining water, 


RV owners should take a few 
other precautions. 


Among them: 
—Jack up trailer or mobile 


home and place it on blocks. 


—Remove all batteries and 


store them in a warm place. 
Apply charge at least twice 
during the winter to prevent 
shorting. Keep battery tops 
clean and dry. 


—Tightly close all windows 


and vents except one on the 
sheltered side. A crack will allow 
some air to enter. 


—Cover all upholstery and 


remove and store curtains and 
drapes. Some materials are in- 
clined to crack in cold weather. 
Anything covered with such 
material should be removed if 
possible. 


—Thoroughly clean the inside 


and outside and apply a good 
coat of wax to seal it. Apply 
grease to all exposed trim.

When H was announced last week that York hid become 


a Class A school, Lincoln City Councilman Richard Baker 
began scrutinizing the 32-school Class A ranks. 


He decided this basketball wtton woold be u ideal time 


to change the Claw A district bukethtll itractvre, spUtttu 
up the 4-teant Lincoln district. 


Baker wrote a letter to the Nebraska School Activities 


Association (NSAA), regarding the feasibility of such a 
change. 


"Traditionally, the Lincoln schools have two or three 


outstanding basketball teams. Yet only one is represented at 
the state tournament because they're all in the same dis- 
trict," wrote Baker. 


Baker observes that Lincoln's large fan follow- 


ing and high quality of prep basketball should merit at 
least consideration for splitting the district setup "so that 
two Lincoln schools might appear in the state tournament." 


Chances seem slim for this to happen even though the 


enrolment picture in Nebraska's 32 Class A high schools 
would seem to call for an orderly, logical solution for split- 
ting the Lincoln district. 


With 13 Omaha schools and three suburban schools in 


Millard, Papillion and Ralston, half of Class A's four-school, 
eight-district basketball structure is complete. 


The four western-most Class A schools - Kearney, 


McCook, North Platte and Scottsbluff — constitute a fifth 
district. 
x 


The district arrangement involving Columbus, Fremont, 


Norfolk and South Sioux City also remains nicely intact. 


That leaves the four Lincoln schools and Beatrice, Grand 


Island, Hastings and newcomer York for the other two Class 
A basketball districts. 


If Lincoln were to lobby their special interests to split up 


the Capital City district, its main point of contention could be 
that Beatrice would travel further to play in a district at 
either Grand Island or Hastings than a Lincoln school would 
travel to compete in the same district. 


Another point to consider: the boy enrolment in Lin- 


coln's four Class A schools is 4,385. The boy enrolment in 
Beatrice, Grand Island, Hastings and York is 2,577. 


Changing the district structure, contends proponents for 


splitting up the Lincoln district, would reduce the disparity. 


Chamberlin, however, points out that there are more 


ways to look at it. One, he explains, is the "one state qualifier 
for each four schools" theory. 


Omaha and its suburbs have 16 schools participating in 


the district playoffs. Four qualify. That same reasoning could 
be applied to Lincoln, which participates four and qualifies 
one. 


That leaves three "outstate" qualifiers, giving the state 


Class A tournament more overall flavor. Reducing the out- 
state entries possibly to two could make the state tourney 
more of an Omaha-Lincoln event, some could argue. • 


In actuality, however, the state Class A tournament 


already is just that. Since the NSAA shifted to its 32-school 
Class A system in 1960, Omaha has produced seven state 
champions and 10 runners-up. 


During that same time span, Lincoln has contributed six 


state champions and four runners-up. The outstate, produc- 
tion has been meager - two state champions (Fremont in 
1961 and Columbus in 1972) and one runner-up (McCook in 
1965)., 


Uncoln's most recent state basketball tournament 


success shows five state championships and two runners-uo 
in the last eight years. 


Should Lincoln, with its metropolitan population of 


more than 175,000, continue to be represented by only one 
school in the state tournament to preserve the so-called 
geographical flavor? 


Or should that thinking be revamped to produce what 


many believe would be a more equitable distribution of size 
and quality? 


The NSAA most likely would be reluctant to make such a 


change, partly out of fear that it would be considered a 
precedent to accomodate special interests. The change 
doesn't seem to be in the cards. In fact, odds are con- 
siderably against i t . . . unfortunately.

Roadsides Now 
Are Fair Game 


Nebraska hunters will be able 


to hunt in most roadside ditches 
this fall, according to 'the 
Nebraska Game and Parks Com- 
mission. 


The law, changed in the last 


session of the Nebraska 
legislature, allows roadside hun- 
ting, but the hunter must be 
completely off the traveled sur- 
face and may not shoot across or 
onto private property. 


If the game should fall beyond 


the road right-of-way onto 
private land, the hunter may not 
retrieve it without the lan- 
downer's consent. 


The new law applies to game 


species, such as pheasant, rab- 
bits, and quail, as well as to non- 
game species, such as coyotes 
and raccoons.

"We must use our 
traditional role. There is nothing 
demeaning about it. 


'Certain Powers' 


"Indian women at certain 


times have certain powers. We 
have life-giving power and 
without this, where would the 
world be? 


"You have to look at it in 


historical perspective, 
many, many years the clan 
mothers of Indian tribes decided 
who the chiefs would be — and 
they do that today," she said. 


"History speaks too when you 


look at the forced migration of 
the Navajo and the massacre at 
Wounded Knee. The majority of 
those killed during these in- 
cidents were women and 
children," she continued. 


Ms. Sympson also pointed out 


that the white man also has 


realized the importance of the 
Indian woman and has "tried to 
disrupt our families" by hiring 
Indian women in jobs. 


"We will do anything we can," 


she said, echoing the words of 
Ms. • Robinson, "against the 
white society which is trying a 
cultural genocide against our 
people. 


"We see no reason to go to 


prison «• court to fight for what 
is already ours. And we're not 
going to anymore."

The provision, which was in 


effect from Feb. 1 to June 1, 
allowed some companies to 
charge their customers far more 
than the cost of some crude oil. 


They Don't Know 


Bowen, who returned in June 


to the Phillips Petroleum Co. of 
Bartlesville, Okla., testified that 
he did not know who had in- 
serted the double-recovery 
language into the regulation last 
January. Other present and 
former federal officials also 
professed not to know the origin 
ot the provision. 


Thei subcommittee neither 


heard nor sought to elicit 
testimony that Phillips had 
profited from the double- 
recovery provision. 


Rep. 
John D. Dingell, D- 


Mich., the subcommittee chair- 
man, repeatedly criticized Simon 
during the day-long hearing for 
"lack of leadership." Dingell 
blamed Simon for what he called 
"Mr. Bowen's involvement" in 
the writing of regulations that 
could have affected his com- 
pany, Phillips Petroleum. 


The subcommittee'has asked 


Simon to testify and he is said to 
have agreed to do so, but no date 
has been set. 


At the request of Rep. Charles 


A. Vanik, D-Ohio, the GAO 
looked into Bowen's role and 
referred, the matter to the 
Justice Department. 


Assistant Atty. Gen. Henry fc. 


Petersen of the criminal division 
wrote to Vanik Aug. 30 that 
there was no basis for prosecu- 
tion because "violation, if any, 
by Mr. Bowen was inadvertent 
and technical." 


Dingell and his counsel, 


William F. Demarest Jr., did not 
seek in their questioning to show 
any violation of regulations by 
Bowen.

It's mellow, intricate jazz. 
Harmony is the key in the 


George Shearing Quintet that 
performed Wednesday night at 
Pershing Auditorium. It was the 
.first of the 1974-75 Community 
Concert series. 


The sound is unique, 


"orchestrated jazz" someone 
called it. It's carefully coor- 
dinated bursts of chords in. 
Shearing's own arrangements of 
songs ranging from Gershwin's 
"A Foggy Day (in London 
Town)" to Lennon and 
McCartney's "Eleanor Rigby." 


In an interview, Shearing said 


he looks for tunes that "move 
melodically and have harmonic 
possibilities" that fit the 
quintet's full-chord sound. 


It's also obvious he looks for 


thoughtful music. 


In England, and after 1947, in 


the United States, Shearing built 
his work around a belief that 
only a group wjth a unique style 
could be remembered. 


So, when he palyed "The 


Entertainer," it was more like 
Marvin Hamlish than Scott 
Japlin, but mostly like George 
Shearing. 


Harmony is also the key 


among quintet members. They 
listen to one another, compli- 
ment one another so that "the 
sound hits like one man," as 
Shearing said. 


Each song is planned, prac- 


ticed, so the solos and call-and- 
responses lack the spontenaity of 
freer jazz. But there's a precision 
the other doesn't have. 


Vibraphones are nice, and a 


good addition to harmony. Larry 
Blackshire played it with a 
lightness, almost humor, that 
made it impossible to tell the 
performance was only his fifth 
with the group. 


Guitarist Earl Klugh came 


into his own in Shering's 
arrangement of 
"Aquarius" 


from the rock ppera "Hair," a 
very un-Aquarius styling. 


Rusty Jones on drums and 


Andy Simpkins on bass blend 
well in what Shearing calls "a 
reasonably subdued rhythm sec- 
tion." 


Shearing cannot play a concert 


without including his "Lullaby 
of Birdland" written by him in 
honor of the New York nightclub 
where he first gained a reputa- 
tion after his move to the U.S. 


The quintet gave it a kind of 


Latin flavor in what Shearing an- 
nounced was the tune's "78th 
arrangement." 


Shearing, blind since birth, is 


not the least inhibited by the 
handicap. When asked, once, if 
he had been blind all his life, he 
reportedly answered, "Not yed" 


The performance here was 


one of 42 concerts by the quintet 
on a Community Concerts tour.

Despite the resignation of 


^resident Nixon from office, dis- 
enchantment and alienation re- 
main high among the American 
people. A majority of 55% of the 
adult public still expresses dis- 
affection with the general state 
2L* h?.c?untry' dow" from the 
59% high recorded a few days 
before Nixon's departure from 
office, but at the same level of a 
year ago in September, 1973.

Back in 1966, less than a third 


of the public felt alienated from 
the mainstream of American 
me. By 1972, this number had 
jumped 20 points to 49%. With 
the Watergate disclosures and 
intensified inflation, it rose to 
over a majority for the first time 
in 1973. Then as demands for 
Nixon's impeachment increased 
this past summer, this disaffec- 
tion reached a record 59%. 


With Gerald Ford's ascension 


to the presidency, there has been

only a sUght easing of the coun- 
try's sense of alienation, and it is 
still far from drawn together. 
Any quick recovery of a national 
spirit and unity simply does not 
appear imminent. 


The greatest improvement in 


public attitude appears to be in 
the belief that "the people run- 
ning the country don't really 
care what happens to you," 
which has declined from 63% to 
48% since last June. However 
the number who feel "left out of 
things going on around them" 
has remained at an all-time high 
of 32%. And the number who 
feel that "most people with 
power try to take advantage of 
people like yourself" has 
decreased only slightly, from 
60% to 56%. 


Underlying these results, of 


course, is the public's deep 
abiding distrust of both public 
and private leadership, and its 
reluctance to believe the 
pronouncements of people in 
high places. Evidence of'this 
skepticism is reflected in the 
high 77% of the people who still 
believe that "the rich get richer 
and the poor get poorer," down 
only two points from 79% in 
June. Majorities of the public 
primarily feel that their own 
views of what ought to be done 
and what sacrifices are 
necessary to overcome the 
economic, energy and en- 
vironmental crises are simply ig- 
nored. 


Those groups that feel most 


alienated are lower income peo- 
ple, those over 65 years of age, 
blacks and big city residents, all 
of whom suffer most- from es- 
calating prices and rising un- 
employment. But in the past few 
years, alienation has also risen 
sharply in rural residents/small- 
town dwellers and the middle 
aged. The increased disaffection 
of high-income and college- 
educated groups stems from the 
collapse in leadership credibili- 
ty. 


With the emergence of the 


Ford administration, some hope 
existed for a rapid turnaround in 
American morale. But after the 
pardon of President Nixon, 
which greatly dampened the 
country's spirits, it now seems 
almost certain that restoring 
national confidence and 
eradicating this prevading sense 
of disaffection will be a long 
hard route.

Grocery Store Strike 
May Affect Nebraska 


Denver (AP) — Striking 


warehousemen and truck drivers 
manned picket lines at three 
chain-store grocery warehouses 
in Denver Wednesday, 
threatening food deliveries to 
supermarkets in six states. 


Safeway in Denver, one of the 


stores picketed, serves retail out- 
lets in western Nebraska, in- 
cluding Scottsbluff and Alliance, 
according to the Safeway district 
office in Lincoln. 


Safeway stores in Nebraska 


east of North Platte and McCook 
are part of the Omaha district, 
Lincoln officials said. Those 82 
retail outlets get groceries from 
the Omaha warehouse. 


The officials didn't know 


whether some groceries may go 
to Omaha from Denver. Omaha 
officials were not available to 
comment.

New York (AP) - The stock 


market responded to the news of 
a prime-rate reduction 
Wednesday with a roar, and then 
a sputter. 


The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials, up 14 points at its 
peak late in the morning, 
finished down 4.15 at.649.95. 


Most other market indicators 


also showed slight losses, with 
the New York Stock Exchange 
composite index off .26 at 38.91. 


But gainers managed to out- 


distance losers, 859 to 560, 
among the 1,780 issues traded on 
the Big Board. 


NYSE volume, expanded by 


the violent but brief buying 
squall that appeared late in the 
morning, reached 17.62 million 
.shares. 


The Dow had drifted down 


about 6 points by midmorning, 
when New York's Morgan 
Guaranty Trust, fifth-largest 
bank in the country, said it 
would cut its prime rate from 12 
to 11% per cent on Thursday. 


It surged to its plus-14 high 


point in the next half-hour amid 
buying pressure that left the 
NYSE ticker tape running as 
much as five minutes late for a 
short while. 


An exchange spokesman said 


the ticker had not run more than 
three minutes behind since it 
began operating under present 
facilities in 1968. 


But from that point on, even 


though New York's Chase 
Manhattan, third-largest com- 
mercial bank and several other 
large banks joined in the prime 
rate reduction, the market was 
back on the defensive. 


Why did the celebration of 


such long-awaited good news 
turn so quickly into a flop? 


A good many Wall Street 


analysts professed not to know.

But market-watchers made 


these points: 


—The prime rate move hardly 


qualified as a surprise, since re- 
cent declines in short term 
money rates suggested it might 
be coming. 


—Some people in the banking 


industry were inclined to view 
the cut as premature, and that 
left it uncertain how much 
follow-through investors could 
expect on the action by a few 
banks Wednesday. 


—The last few times prime • 


rate cuts have been posted, they 
turned out to be only brief in- 
terruptions in a long upward 
trend.

Gov. J. James Exon said 


"Wednesday he expects the 
Nebraska 
Republican 


"hierarchy" to unleash "a whole 
bag of dirty tricks" against 
Democratic candidates in the 
next six weeks of campaigning. 


Exon told a luncheon 


gathering of Lancaster County 
Democrats that state Republican 
leaders - as opposed to the 
"working, dedicated" rank and 
file members of the party — are 
"part and parcel of the national 
Republican Party that was 
caught up" in Watergate. 


"We should anticipate a whole 


series of irresponsible attacks 
launched at Democratic can- 
didates, especially your gover- 
nor," Exon said. 


'Answer Charges' 


"We should be ready to 


answer the charges as they come 
up, and come up they will," •' 
Exon warned. 
. Exon made brief mention of 
State Sen. Richard Proud's 
attempt Tuesday to call a special 
session of the Legislature, 
calling the action "irrespon- 
sible." 


However, he said that Proud's 


action "might have long-range 
benefits for Democrats." 
^"It's a good thing I left the 
State. At least the campaign was 
livened .up quite a bit," Exon 
.said. 


He said most members of the 


Legislature were "somewhat 
embarrassed"'by Proud's move, 
but Exon excluded "my oppo* 
nent in the upcoming election," 
State Sen. Richard Marvel of 
Hastings. 


Exon had earlier criticized the 


GOP "hierarchy" for allegedly 
conspiring in Proud's action, but 
told his luncheon audience "I 
guess the only person Sen. Proud 
called in" on the idea was 
Marvel. 


'Not Nonpartisan' 


Exon said that Proud's action 


showed "we do not have a truly 
independent, 
nonpartisan 


legislature" as "some people 
like to believe we do." 


Exon regretted that Proud's 


move "played down" some im- 
portant actions taken at the Old 
West Regional Commission in 
Rapid City, S.D. 


"Upon my recommendation of 


many months ago, the commis- 
sion took an important first step 
that may lead to the establish- 
ment of a veterinary college 
somewhere in the five-state 
area." 


Exon told of the hiring of Dr. 


C. R. Cole, the former dean of 
the Ohio State College of 
Veterinary Medicine, to do a 
study on the feasibility of a five- 
state institution. 


No one state is in the position 


to finance such a school, Exon 
said. He said that he has heard of 
estimates in the neighborhood of 
$70 mifflbn. 


'Pocketbook Issues' 


Exon stressed that "pocket- 


book issues" — especially the 
price spread between farmers' 
costs and what housewives pay 
at the meat counter — are the 
"legitimate" issues in the up- 
coming elections. 


He said that he and some 


Nebraska cattle feeders have 
arranged a conference next Mon- 
day with Atty. Gen. William 


Saxbe to look at the disparity in 
fresh and finished meat prices 
"from a criminal standpoint." 


Exon said he is aware of 


claims that "the Mafia is in con- 
trol of the movement of meat 
and that packers may also be 
doing some of the controlling. 


"Saxbe is a man we can talk 


to," Exon said. "He's not under 
the thumb of the secretary of 
. agriculture." 


Exon told his Democratic 


colleagues that Hess Dyas, the 
1st district Democratic can- 
didate for Congress, "has the 
best chance ever" of any 
Democrat to be sent to the 
House. Dyas is running against 
incumbent Republican .Rep. 
Charles Thone. 


Exon advised that Democrats 


"not be mesmerized by polls, 
whether 
favorable 
to 


Democratic canidates or not." 


Lancaster County voter 


registration 
between 


Republicans and Democrats, 
Exon said, is "the closest it's 
ever been." 


He suggested that with a voter 


registration drive and then a get- 
out-and-vote drive, "we can get 
the biggest victory for the 
-Democratic Party we've ever 
seen in Lancaster County." 


Republican Official Claims 
Exon Indulging In 'Big Lie' 


Gov. J. James Exbn is telling 


"a big lie," Republican State 
Executive Director Glenn 
Wilson of Lincoln said 
Wednesday. 


"He doesn't know what he's 


talking about" when he says 
there was Republican Party in- 
volvement in Tuesday's abortive 
call for a special legislative ses- 
sion, Wilson said. 


"This is not the first .time he 


has said that 'the Republican 
hierarchy' was involved in 
something," Wilson said. 


"He should provide the proof 


that it's true. If he can't prove it, 
we are due a retraction." 


Exon, Wilson said, is "guilty 


of irresponsible rhetoric, and he 
should be above that." 


Wilson said he personally 


checked with party officers 
Wednesday to determine 
whether any of them had ad- 
vance knowledge that Sen. 
Richard Proud would attempt to 
call the Legislature into special 
session while he was acting 
governor. 


None did, he said. 


Exon Is Accused Of xRip-OfP 


Omaha (AP) - The Douglas 


County Republican chairman 
Wednesday accused the Exon 
administration of "a $3 million 
taxpayer rip-off." 


Harold Daub Jr., an attorney 


and a credit manager for an 
Omaha chemical firm, said the 
case involves the approval by 
Gerald Chizek, state labor com- 
missioner, of a 15-year lease sub- 
sequently okayed by Demo- 
cratic Gov. J. James Exon. 


Daub said the lease is be- 


tween the State Labor Depart- 
ment and the JADO Investment 
Co., owned at least in part by 
Michael Jackson, a Democratic 
candidate for the 
Douglas 


County Board. 


He said the building involved 


is a Department of Labor em- 
ployment office in Omaha and 
the lease calls for payment 4o 
JADO of $11,124 a month, start- 


ing in 1972 and ending in 1987. 


Tops '$3 Million' 


. "This works out to more than 
$2 million in pynients. Add the 
depreciation income that JADO 
will receive in tax benefits and it 
adds up to more than |3 mil- 
lion," Daub said. 


"In addition, the state pays 


taxes on-the property for the in-' 
vestment company and the taxes 
in 1974 were $14,515.76." ' 


Daub, who said he had been 


studying the case for one year, 
said the state should also in- 
vestigate the transaction in 
which JADO borrowed $800,000 
to construct a building at the 
site. 


He said state law requires in- 


dividual or partnership busi- 
nesses to register their business 
name and the name of all per- 
sons involved in the business and 


that JADO has not registered in 
the county. 


'Ridiculous Valuation' 


In addition, Daub said the 


county should investigate "the 
ridiculously 
low 
valuation 


placed on the improvement to 
the property." 


Exon said he signs "literally 


thousands" of leases on a rou- 
tine basis. He said, by the time 
leases reach him, they've al- 
ready been approved by the at- 
torney general, the Department 
of Administrative Services and 
the agency that wants the lease. 


Exon added: "I'm sure there's 


nothing wrong with this one, but 
let me say this: it's probably part 
of the bag of dirty tricks we have 
been anticipating the last six 
weeks of the gubernatorial elec- 
tion."
